!• The National Security Council, taking cognisance of the 
vicious covert activitiea of the USSR anti Communist China and the 
governments* parties and groups dominated by then (hereafter col- 
lectively referred to as "International Communism*) to discredit 
and defeat the aims end activities of the United States and othsr 
powers of the free world, determined, as set forth in MSC direc- 
tives 10/2 inti 10/S, that, in the interests of world oance and 
h. S. national security, the overt foreign activities of the U. S. 
tJovernaisnt should be supplemented by covert operations. 

?• The Central Intelligence Agency had already been charged 
by the National Security Council with conducting espionage and 
counterespionage operations abroad. It therefore seemed desirable, 
for operational reasons, not to create a new agency for covert 
operations, but, subject to directives from the NSC, to place the 
responsibility for them on the Central Intelligence Agency and 
correlate them with espionage and counterespionage operations under 
the over-all control of the Director of Central Intelligence. 

jm The NSC has determined that such covert operations shall 
to the greatest extent practicable, in the light of 0. 8. and 
soviet capabilities and taking into account the risk of war, be 
designed tot

in the advancement of such mutual interests, and Increase the 
capacity and will of auch peoples and nations to resist Inter- 
national Communism; 

f . In accordance with established policies and to the 
extent practicable in areas dominated or threatened by Inter- 
national Ccarmnism, develop underground resistance and 

facilitate 
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facilitate covert and guerrilla operations and ensure avail- 
ability of those forces in the event of war, including 
wherever practicable provision of a base upon which the 
military may expand these forces in time of war within 
active theaters of operations as well aa provision for etay- 
bohlnd assets and escape and evasion facilities. 

It. Under the authority of Section 102 (d) ($) of the ?lational 
Security Act cf 1947, the national Security Council hereby directs 
that the T&rector of Central Intelligence shall be rewnonsible fori 

a. Sneuring, through designated representatives of the 
‘“ecretery of State and cf the Secretary of Defense, that 
covert operations are planned and conducted in a Banner con- 
sistent with United States foreign and military policies and 
with overt activities, and consulting with end obtaining ad- 
vice from the Operations Coordinating Board and other depart- 
ments or agencies as appropriate. 

b. Informing, through appropriate channels and on a need- 
to-know basis agencies of tha U. S. Government, both at home 
and abroad (including diplomatic aid military representatives) 
of eucfc operations as will affect them. 

5. Tn addition to the provisions of paragraph 4, the following 
provisions shall apply to wartime covert operations t 

a. ^lans for covert operations to be conducted in active 
theaters of war and any other areas in which U* 3 . forces are

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engaged in combat operations will be drawn up with the 
assistance of the Apartment of Defense and will be In 
consonance with and complementary to approved war plans 
of the Joint Chiefs of f staff. 

b. Covert operations in active theaters of war and 
any otter areas in which U. S. forces are engaged in 
combat operations will be conducted under such ccwnand 
and control relationships ae have been cr say in tie 
future be approved by tie Department of Defense. 

6. Ae used in this directive, M covert operations” shall be 
understood to be all activities conducted pursuant tc tills di- 
rective which are so planned and executed that my 0 . 5 . Government 
responsibility for then la net evident to unauthorised persons and 
that if uncovered the U. 5. Government can plausibly disclaim my 
responsibility for then. Specifically, such operations shall include 
any covert activities related tc: propaganda* political action; 

economic warfare* preventive direct action, including sabotage, anti- 
sabotage, demolition* escape and evasion and evacuation measures* 
sub vers ion against hostile states or groups including assistance to 
underground resistance movements, guerrillas and refugee liberation 
groups* support of indigenous and anti -communist elements in 
threatened countries of the free world* deception plane and opera- 
tions* and all activities compatible with this directive necessary 
to accomplish the foregoing. Such operations shall not include:

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armed conflict by recognised military forces, espionage .sod counter- 
espionage, nor cover and deception far military operations. 

7. This directiva supersedes and rescinds NSC 10/2 and NSC 10/5. 
Subparagraphs "a* and ”b" under the heading "Additional Functions of 
the Operations Coordinating Board" or* page 1 of the "resident’s moato- 
randua for the Sxncutive Secretary, National Security Council supple- 
menting fjoecutive Order 10ii83 ere superseded by th© following pro- 
visions: 

a. The members of the Operations Ooordinatim Eoard shall, 
under appropriate security arrangements, be advised of those 
covert operations related to National Security Council policies 
assigned to the Board for coordination or related to such ether 
functions as may be aaa 1 gned to the Board. 

b* The designated representatives of the Secretaries of 
State and Defense referred to in paragraph It, a . above shall 
keep the Board Members of their respective deportments advised 
as to setters on which they are consulted by the Director of 
Central Intelligence, and which have been or are to be referred 
to the Operations Coordinating Board. 

c. The (jperatloas Coordinating Board will be the normal 
channel for securing coordination cf support among the Depart- 
ments of State and Defense and the Central Intelligence Agency.
